Ia 1881 M. Da Laaaapa. at the haad of a 
French company .commenced operation.-i.flguring 
on coBitmcting a aea-loTel canal, at an esti- 
mated coat of $166,000,000, requiring eight 
yeara for Ita oompletioa. From the Mia of 
bond:), stocin and making assessments, tbe 
company received $200,000,000, of which 
amont thay aipaaded $164,000,000 on the 
Isthmus for excavations, macbioery, surveys, 
etc. Rach director drew a salary ui $.")0,(K)0 a 
year and was allowed $50 a day for expenses.'

this dbtaaea it la pierced by thaCkagraa rim, 
which i.'* probably tbe most unm^y, naoontrull- 
able stream in tbe world. No man has yet 
confined it to ita banks; it has been known to 
rise forty faat In 24 bom.

Railroading in Panama 
baa aeoM pecaHaritiaa of ita own. Tbe Con- 
da( tors have a freight run one week and a 
passenger tba next. The crcw.s do not follow 
the saae Coadaetor. The equipmeat of the 
Paaaaa Railroad ia old-faabioaad bat in excel- 
lent condition. The gauge i? five feet, an.i but 
few of the cars are equipped with air brakes. 
The ties are aade of Itgnua-Titie wood, which 
is .so hard tbat a spike cannot be driven until 
a hole has been bored for it. Telegraph poles 
are made of old rails stood on end. All ca- 
booses aad baggage oara ara aqoippad with 
telephones, so that a train can stop any«heri' 
along the line and communicate with hiaJ- 
quartera. Freight rates acroas tbe I.^thiiiu.-f 
are vary Ugb, tbe tariff on a Afty«poaad aack 
of flour b. ing thirty cent-. Local rate? arc 
stiffer yet.the same charge being made for one 
mile aa for tbe entire diataace. Pint-class 
passenger fare ia al>out nine eeata a mile; sec- 
ond c'as.«, five cents. In addition to this p:i8- 
sengers must pay three cents a pound on all 
baggage over tbirty poaada carried ia the 
hand. It costs the average passenger mor>' ' o 
gat hia trunk across tbe Utbnua than to have
